I wish merely to call your atten-

and its usefulness iu aiding govern- 
mental development. 


The party included Dr. Jln-dl, pre- 


siding elder of the Augusta district, 
and about twenty of ihe leading Pro- 
fustant ministers of the city. 


Mr. Taft referred to 
the 
"moral 


awakening" 
during 
the 
past 
four 


years, as an Indication of the health- 
ful state uf our civilization. 


In his experiences in the North and 


South, and in ihe 
Philippines, Mr. 


TaCt said he had been able to study 
many different phases of civilization, 
especially in the matter of church in- 
tluence. 


"Leaving out the sectional distinc- 


tions." he continued, "ihe indispensa- 
ble presence of church influence in 
the improvement of our civilization 
no one can be blind to who has shared 
in the slightest the -ospoiisibility tor 
government ana the responsibility for 
improvement in a people, as 1 have. 
That was responsibility in respect to 
a race that is now in a state of Chris- 
tian tutelage, and must be uplifted, in 
my Judgment, by us, and through our 
guidance before we .shall have dis- 
charged the obligation that Providence 
has thrust upon us. 
An in the study 


of the development it has been made 
known to me the enormous iniltience 
that the church must exercise in or- 
der to make our progress there effec- 
tive. 


"The 
Roman Catholic church was 


there *or years, aud preserved that 
state of Christian tutelage to which 
I 


have referred. 


"Now, the ban has been removed 


from other denominations, and they 
are all in there on an equality iu the 
spirit of Christian emulation, attempt- 
ing to uplift those people, and we. lor 
the government, by a system of secu- 
lar education, are aiding that uplift- 
ing; but'without the morai influence 
of the churches there, we could not 
accomplish anything. 
It is that sort 


of experience by which there is borne 
in upon as the importance ci the main- 
tenance'of a church and its influence 
at all hazards. 


"It is difficult £cniatimus lo e.tijlaia 


to one who has been ti.-;ed to the close 
union of church and state, such as 
we preserved in Spain, such as is pro- 
served in some other countries, the 
real attitude of the American r-jveni- 
ruent toward the church.

PREHISTORIC ARIZONA CANAL. 


Ancient ^Builders Had An Irrigation 


Method That is a Mystery. 


Tucson, Ariz.---I: lias been discov- 


ered that irrigation works existed in 
Arizona long before Columbus discov- 
ered America. 
An investigation by 


the Geological Survey has brought Lo 
light the ruins of an ancient canal, 
twenty feet below 
the- present sur 


face, constructed in prehistoric times, 
and irf order to prevent the scorch- 
ing climate from drinking up the wa- 
ter before it could by distributed over 
the flelds. Uia canal h;;d been lined 
with some kind of cement which h;:s 
withstood the elements for centuries. 
To-day in the same country, in the 
vicinity of Phoenix alone, there are 
more than 300 miles of canals «and 
ditches and more than 300.000 acres 
of cultivated fields. prod:ini;iR cereals 
and grasses of ovcry kind, and even 
tropical products for luxury as well 
as necessity. 
But the secret of the 


ancient canal Guilders who construct- 
ed their ditches so as to save the last 
drop of water still remains unsolved.

THE COST OF THE CENSUS. 


Efficient Organization Means Saving 


of a Million Dollars. 


Washington. U. C.—The next cen- 


sus of the. United States is for the 
year 1910 and appropriations for tho 
cost of collecting the statistics must 
be made by our next Congress. The 
Director of the Census has issued his 
annual report to the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor aud has asked 
for an appropriation for the next fiscal 
year of $14,000,000. 
It is estimated 


that the actual cost of the census 
prorier will he $12,1)30.000 but tho re- 
mainder ivill be taken up in paying 
for the four annual investigations and 
the two biennial reports. 


The cost of our last census, that of 


1000, was ?J 2,020,000, and tho Direc- 
tor believes that the count for TJfO 
can be made at an. increased cost of 
only §410,000. 
Formerly the coat of 


taking the census was increased DO 
per cent, from decade to decade, so 
that an increase of $410,000 is remark- 
ably low in view of our greatly en- 
larged population. 
However, there 


firo several reasons for this enormous 
SH.viiig—the tabulating apparatus will 
be built by the Census Bureau instead 
of renting it as heretofore, and tho 
machines are of greater speed and 
efficiency; the operators of this ma- 
chinery wfill be paid by piece work, 
and, iu the words of the Director, "tho 
fact that the ollicc is now organl/.ud 
at the highest point of efficiency, that 
no time wfll be lost in getting ready 
intesting the aptitude of green ck-rka 
and in developing new systems, means 
fully a millkiii dollars' saving iu tho 
organization of the 
thirteenth cen- 


sus."
